LoN»ON, Dee. 1. — A dlBpatch from 
Rome to the Standard says that a great 
sensation hds been canned in that city 
by the attempted murder of an English 
lady, who wrote for the press under the 
nbnde plume of Contessa Lara, she was 
the wife of Captain Mancini, the eon of 
a former minister. An artist friend shot 
her after a quarrel and she i& said to he 
dying. She was formerly Miss Eva 
Catorniolo, daughter of a former British 
consul at Florence. She hiul Konie time 
been separated from her husband. The 
name of the artist who shot ber is Pier- 
antoni and nis motive is snid to liave 
been jealousy. 

An incident occurred in the reichstag 
durinK to-day's <lebiUu with reference to 
.a criticism by one of the members to 
the eOect that the sailora of the Kunbcat 
litis oiijj;lit to luive i)raye(l to God, in- 
Blead ot cheering the lv;iiser, -'S the veg- 
fr;'! was sinking. In reply to this Vico- 
Admirii! Ilollmann.secretary of the navy, 
fiiiid that when the sailors liad the JOm- 
peror before eyes they had their God be- 
fore their eyes', and they thought of the 
authority which God set over them. 
These remarks met with ironical chcer- 
ings from the Kadicals and Socialists. 

Admiral Besnard, the French minister 
of marine, has re-organized the superior 
naval council which, itioluding all com- 
uiandors both ashore and afloat, had be- 
come so unwieldy that it had not met for 
two years. Admiral Bcsnnrd's decree 
reiiuces the niemljership to vice-admirals 
u'no have commanded at sea, and i^ro- 
vides that the council can summon other 
oilicera at its discretion. 

The discussion of tlie colonial depart- 
ment of the Italian t;ovei-ninent was con- 
tinued to-day.. .Signur Iinbrian, the 
Socialist leader, ni)proved of the treaty 
of i>eace with Abyssinia and urged tliat 
the African colony bo abandoned. The 
premier replied, sketching his African 
policv since he came into power and 
dwelling upon the terms of the recent 
treaty with King Menelik. He declared 
tt\at there were no.reaaons for complica- 
tidna^ regarding the delimitation.of the 
frontiers as the Negus, he explained, 
li*!d'no reason to provoke Italy. The 
Atarquis di Rudini later asked for a vote 
of conlidcnco in the government, but 
owing to the absence of a quorum the 
house adjourned until to-morrow. 

The rejjort (first made ))uljlic in 
Vienna) tliat Lieutenant Prince iT'^rneat 
von Windisch-Gractz, belonging to the 
yonnu'er branch of that family, iMid lieini 
robbed by Corsican brigands, is correct. 
Three armed men entered a hotel at 
Vizzavona, where he was stopping with 
Dr. Meade, and asked to see the Prince. 
The spokesman of the party then en- 
tered the Prince's room and demanded 
money, whereupon the Prince called Dr. 
Meade and told him to give the brigands 
4,000 francs. This was done and the men 
loft the hotel. The Austrian consul and 
the local authorities are trying to bring 
about tlie capture ot t';o brigamla. 

The Empress of Austria arrived in 
Paris this moriiin;;. At her reiiuest 
there was no oflicial reception ami she 
proceeded to Hiarrit'/. iininediatelv. Pre- 
sident Kanre went to the; tlrleaiis rail- 
way station to pay his resfjects to 
Her Majesty and escorted her to the 
saloon carriage in waiting. 

Thirteen signed letters from t^eorge 
Washington to Arthur Young, the agri- 
culturist, dated from 1786 to 1793, on 
farming in America, were sold to-day at 
auction at Sotheby's, London. After 
some smart bidding the documents fin- 
al • fetched £470. 

The French chamber of deputies to- 
day adopted tbe Legion of Honor bud- 
get. 

Replying to a question in the I'Vonch 
houBo of rejireaentativea M. Boucher, 
minister of commerce, said ho would do 
his utmost to proiiioto the us(! of I-'rench 
coal by I''renoh slcamsliip coiii]>anie3. 
M. Ramel, representing the department 
of Gard, asked that a free de- 
pot be accorded to the (!oal-iiro- 
liucing part of the country to land 
coal on the cjuaya of Marseilles in 
order that the local product might be 
put on tlie same footing as English coal. 
Al. Boucher promised to consider tiie 
matter. The chamber then adopted a 
motion to appoint a couiiniasion to study 
the means of increasing the French mer- 
cantile marine. The customs cummittee 
adojited a consumption surtax on sugar 
of 'i^.. franca, and raised the registration 
tax in France to 1''.;' francs. 

President Faure haa signed the ap- 
pointment of Maurice Loewy, the dis- 
tinguished French astronomer, as direc- 
tor of the Paris Observatory, lie was 
born in Vienna in 1SI33; was natural- 
ized in 18(il, and when the Paris observ- 
atory was reorganized in 1873 ho was 
made chief of the instruments section. 
In 1878 he became subdirector of the 
observatory. He is a memb0r of the 
French Institute and of the Academy of 
Science, 

Groese and Werner, the two men, who 
in, October last murdered Herr Major 
Levy, president of the Berlin inir by 
stabbing him to death in his bedroom, 
wore sentenced to-daj' each to lifteen 
year's imprisonment. 

Great activity continues in all the 
Spanish ports particularly in Cartagena, 
where the full available strength is now 
employed in fitting out six iron clnds 
and cruisers, which with the Glasgow 
torpedo boat destroyers, will make 
a powerful flying squadron. The 
Spanish government has accepted 
the Bpecifications and baa given 
an lOlpwick firm an order for a pow- 
erful battleship a.nd a cruiser. But as 
no money whatever has come to liaiul in 



wards their conatruction. In case of 
need the cruiser could be ready in a year 
but it .would take twice as long to finish 
the ironclad. The cruiser will have ex- 
ceptional speed and would be able to 
coal for a 5,000 knot run. 

The endeiivora to expedite legislative 
bueineaa by morning sittings of the 
French chamber have failed. When the 
chamber of deputies assembled at !) 
o'clock yeaterday morning few members 
were present, and tlie tiiuiicala protested 
agidnat any atieiupt to proceed with 
biisinniij in liie ab.sencQ of a quorum. 
The sitting was therefore suspended 
until 10 o'clock, despite the remons- 
trances of M. Brisson, the president of 
the chamber, and at the close of the 
evening sitting it waa decided to abandon 
the experiment of morning sittings. 

The oflicial press of Bolivia referring 
to the renorts that Peru has purchased 
arms in Europe and that French officers 
have arrived in Peru to give instructions 
in military matters, says that this news 
excites the patriotism of Bolivia and 
they are prepared for whatever may hap- 
pen. 

The French budget committee in secret 
session to-day heard the plea of M. 
Lockroy, ex-minister of marine, wlio 
wishes the committo to include in naval 
estimates .flO,000,000 for building new 
men-of-war.

Resumption of the Inquiry at Hamilton- 
Some of tbe Opinions. 

Hamilton-, Dec. 1. — (Special) — The 
tarifl'commisfiion opened its investiga- 
tion here to-day. The fruit-growers 
wanted the ad valorem duty on ))luins 
and pears changed to a specific duty of 
one cent, per pound and duty of two 
cents per pound on dried peaches. Rep- 
resentative nurserymen, clothiers, soap 
manufacturers and glasa manufacturers 
reiiueatod that tlio tarill' remain un- 
changed in regard to articlea which they 
produce. Coflin manufacturers asked a 
reduction of the duty on raw materials 
which they have to import. The sjiice 
manufacturers asked for at least a 
twelve and a half per cent, ad valorem 
duty and two cents per pound speciflc 
duty ou spices and coffee.

The Commercial Cable Company Secnres. 
Control of the Postal Telegraph 
Company. 

MoNTKKAii, Dec. 1.'— Great satisfaction 
is felt bere at the coneummation of the 
deal between the Commercial Cable and 
Postal Telegraph Companies. The 
Cable company secures the Postal pro- 
perty on the basis of a four per cent, 
guarantee. The earnings of the Postal 
company should leave a handsome pro- 
tit beyond thia charge, which will accrue 
to the Commercial Cable Company. The 
Poatal stock, on the other hand, 
is to be placed on tho Lon- 
don market, whore a four per cent, 
debenture stock (which will be issuedj 
will command as high a price as a five 
or six per cent, dividend payer would in 
this country. The postal contributed 
one third of the entire cable company's 
trafiic last year and ia of so much im- 
portance to the cable comjiany that the 
latter realized that they niuat control 
this property. The capital of the Postal 
is ^;r),000,000,while their property ac- 
count at the end of 1805 stood at $18,- 
341.145. 

The Postal Telegraph Cable Com- 
pany's submarine cables between New 
York City and Hayti were completed to- 
day, and will' be '(^pened to the public 
after midnight to-night for the transmis- 
sion of messages to Hayti and other 
places in the West Indies. The cable 
approaches New York by way of Coney 
Island ami Brooklyn.

Canadian Interests as Viewed 
' England— Social Conditions 
iu India. 



London, Deo. 1. — At a banquet at Pre- 
toria Friday evenini; Preeident Kniger 
declared that tLio rumorH of iiupeiiding 
trouble were untrue and that they had 
been spread by speculators. All waa 
clear, he added. The London conven- 
tion assured the independence of the 
Transvaal, and if a change waa desirable 
lie would see that it waa arriinged con- 
stitutionally. Keferring to the delay of 
the Transvaal government in claiming 
an indemnity from the British South 
Africa Company in consequence of tliii 
.Jameson raid, President Kruger said 
that tlio delay arose from the desire not 
to make an oxceaaivo demand and bo- 
cauao the exact expcnao was not comini- 
ted. He ridiculed the report that an in- 
vasion of Rhodesia was proposed, ami 
assured hia hearers that the mining in- 
terests of tbo country would be fostered. 

The Si. James' Gazette devotes a lead- 
ins editorial to the discussinn of Can- 
adian interests as afl'ected by the pro- 
spects of tarifl' revision in the United 
States, and urges the government to do 
something fol' Canada, which, it says, ia 
infinitely more important than (iuiana 
and South Africa. Continuing, the St. 
James' Ciazette says: "It would be 
well before it is too lute for the govern- 
ment and parliament tL> consider whetiier 
the Dominion roi:ei\'es the attention it 
deserves. Tlio consolidation of the Em- 
pire is an absolute necessity, yet nothing 
is doing to accomplish wliat Mr. Cham- 
berlain long ago promised. Wluit luis 
he doae? and what is he goinc to do for 
Canada?" Continuing, the St. J^mea' 
Gazette points out Canada's temptations 
and refers to the alleged boast of the 
Anglo-phobe American papers that she 
has no chance even of a customs union 
until Canada joins the United States. 

The elections to the Bulgarian aobranje' 
were accompanied by serious disturb- 
ances, and the troops and police had to 
bo called out to disperse the mobs here 
and in the provinces, as the result of 
which many i)ersons were wounded. The 
])olice fired into the crowd at Zarobrod, 
killing several persons. 

A fete, organized at Barodain, Bom- 
bay, in honor of the visit of the Earl of 
Elgin, viceroy of India, has had a terrible 
outcome in the killing .of twenty-nme 
persons and the injuring of many others 
by a great panic. 

Inquiries in various British and con- 
tinental trade centres as to the effects 
upon trade already traceable to the re- 
sult of the Presidential election, have 
been made among the leading export 
houaea, at the American consulates 
and of tlie larger forwarding agents. 
In England the increase in the 
number of invoices at all the 
consulates in the first week after 
the election of MclCinley was more 
m^-rked than during the second and 
third weeks. But the increase for the 
second and tiurd week over the same 
period of October was at many consul- 
ates o. -or GO per cent. Among forward- 
ing agents there is tlie general belief in 
good times abroad, many of them hav- 
ing since November made contracts for 
large amounts of cubic space. Export- 
ers and large commission houses report 
greatly increased activity. 

The Earl of Elgin, Viceroy of India, 
telegraphs that the rain there is too late 
to be of much beneOt to the autumn 
crop, bnt it ia in time for the late sow- 
ings. Prices, he says, show a tendency 
to fall, though tlie full elfect is not 
yet apparent in the Deccau. Tlic condi- 
tion of tlie |)eople ia good ; and the pres- 
sure upon tl)em ia due to prices rather 
than to the failure of the crops. Since 
the rain prices have fallen liO to 50 per 
cent, in the northern districts. 

M. Jaurez, the Badical Socialist deputy 
of Carmaux, and other Socialist mem- 
bers of the chamber, attempted to ad- 
dress a mass meeting at Carmaux to- 
day, but the whole party was received 
wi'tti mingled hisses and clieer.-? and were 
lielted with tilth. M. ,Iau;-e/, \vaa tlie 
champion of tlio glass v/orker.s in their 
yrcat strike last year, but lie has fallen 
out of favor with his Carmaux constitu- 
ency by the part he took in the opening 
of a new co-operative glass factory at 
Albi, which the Oarnmux workmen view 
as a rival. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Standard discusiea the refusal of ad- 
mission to the Dardanelles of Greek, 
Dutch and American ships, which is at- 
tributed to Russian influence. The 
American and Greek subjects, adds the 
correspondent, "are annoyed at their 
governments for not showing more ener- 
gy with a view to obtaining tlie privi- 
leges grantctl to tbo great powers,'' 

The lire wiiich broke out in ,folin 
Ifoldfiworlh c>c Sons' hlock, I'orester 
square, Bradford, was niucli more ile- 
structive tliaii at lirat supi.osed . I'orty 
firms were hurncd {)iit. Tlie (jUices of 
the Anglo-American Cabin Company and 
the Commercial Cable Comj)any were 
destroyed. The damage done ia estima- 
ted at li/iOCOOO. 

At a meeting of the United Trades re- 
presentatives at Berlin, Herr Molken- 
borger, member of the reichstag, presid- 
ing, a resolution was passed assuring the 
Hamburg strikers of the solid support of 
the working men of Berlin. 

The Daily Mail states that the fetes at 
Blenheim castle in honor of the visit of 
the Prince and I'rinccsa of Wales to the 
Duke and Ducbesa of Marlborough cost 
i;20,000. 

The distribution of the strike funds at 
Hamburg liaa began. Seven thousand 
men received aid. About 11,000 dockera 
are now on strike. The boat men on the 
Upper Elbe decided not to strike. 

NO DEFAULT. 

Tacoma Able to Pay the Interests on Its 
Bonds Due in New York. ' 

Tacoma, Dec. 1.—" The city will not 
default in the interest due in Kew 
York to-morrow," said CMty Comptroller 
Benham last night. "There will be 
airple funds deiiusited in Xow York to 
meet the interest coupons as fast as they 
.ire deposited. Parr, of the money was 
sent East last night and enough more 



will bo forwarded to-morrow to secure 
the city against default." For the pnat 
two weeks the city authorities have done 
some hard thinking over the questioii of 
how to gather enough money to meet 
the interest on the water and light 
bonds due December 1, amounting to 
!i^2,000. On account of the injunction 
in the Gove suit, a large amount of 
money in the city treasury has been tied 
up for months past. The recent suit in- 
stituted by D. F. Murrv to prevent the 
funding of the $1,000,000 of outstanding 
warrants has further complicated the 
city's iiuaiicial condition. 

CUBAN INSUERECTION. 

All Inside View of the Situation— ThrilUns 
Exiierleiices— Spaiiisli Sentries Picked 
Oir at Nlglitlall by Guerillas. 

Chicago, Dec. 1.— A dispatch from 
Binglianipton, N. Y., says: Willis 
\''oimga, wlio haa u coojier ahop on 
Water street, Binghampton, has seen 
the Cuban insurreotioil from the inside, 
and hns had thrilling experiences. 
When tho revolt broke out, Y'oungs waa 
making biirrela for a Cuban linn in 
Ihivanii. There were many aynipathiz- 
ara with the revolutionary movement 
among the citizens, even iu odicial 
circles. Ih waa found, owing to 
the superior force of Sjiain, that 
a guerilla war was necessary. A 
company was tornied in Havana, 
which waa to bo a strictly secret organ- 
ization, and the object of which waa the 
" removal " of Spanish soldiers. Youngs 
was elected captain of the troop, and the 
men were divided into 25 squads of four 
each, with a first, second and third lieu- 
tenant. II waa the duty of these men 
to assemble (iiiietly after nightfall in 
their squads and pick oil' at least one 
soldier, and as many more aa they con- 
veniently could before thin' retired. The 
next morning they Mce at their usual 
places of buainess, some in oflices, 
others in stores, and not a few in the 
government employ. 

Nislit after night Spanish sentries 
would be found lying on the streets with 
bullet holefe in their heads. Shots from 
unexpected corners and tired by unseen 
foes would lay low the ofHcera passing 
along the lighted thoroughfares, until a 
reign of terror prevailed among the sol- 
diers, for noneknevr whence death would 
come or who would be next. The Span- 
ish government did everything in its 
power to unravel the mystery. Detec- 
tivea were employed to track down tiie 
members of the organization which waa 
known to exist, but failetl. l^arge re- 
warda were ofl'ered, but the membera of 
the organization remained firm, and no 
othcra knew the secret; so the flower of 
the army j^radually melted before the 
unseen foe. 

Gradually the Spanish government in- 
creased the amount of the reward, until 
at last the cupidity of a second lieuten- 
ant got the better of him and he placed 
a copy of the muster roll in the hands 
of the government. It so happened that 
the roll was given to an officer of the 
custom house, who saw the names of his 
two sons on the list. He took the 
roll home to his wife, and that night 
\'oung8 was directed to take the 
two young men and retire to the mcun- 
tains. His comrades, aa many as could 
be found, alao were warned to leave 
the vicinity before daybreak, which they 
did. The following day the niuater roll 
waa placed in the liaiuls of the captain- 
general, l>iit it was discovered that the 
birds had llov/n. Youngs, with several 
others, succeeded in reaching the United 
States. The other day Y'oungs saw in a 
Havana paper that the second lieutenant 
had been found dead on the street. 
Speaking of this occurrence, Y'oungs 
said that at the time be left Cuba the 
first lieutenant of the society remarked 
that before he left the island the second 
lieutenant would visit a higher tribunal.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

Politics are quiet in the Dominion 
just now. The publication of the terms 
of the settlement so-calleil of the Mani 
toba school question created a little stir, 
but it is too 800Q yet to decide what 
effect that settlement is likely to have 
on the politics of the Dominion. It is 
evident that the settlement is not satis- 
factory to the Roman Catholic minority 
of Mauiiob.i — one of the parties to the 
dispute. Whether the Catholics of the 
other provinces sympathise witii 
them or not, time alone can tell. 
So far the pablic atteraneea on 
the subject have been chiefly partisan. 
The opinion of persons who iiro 
really impartial seems to be that, if 
the parties immediately concerned — the 
denominational majority and the de- 
nominational minority — are satisfied 
it is not for outsiders to conaplaiTi. 
But, so far as they have been heard 
from aa yet, the minority in Manitoba 
are very far from Being satisfied. There 
is a section of the population who appear 
to think that whether the Manitoba min- 
ority is satisfied or not does not much 
matter. It ia a gootl tliinf; to have so 
troublesome a question out of the way, 
and if the Laurier Government has suc- 
ceeded in removing the school question 
ont of the politics of the country, 
it is not expedient to inquire 
too closely aa to the means 
that have been taken to accomplish 
their purpose. This is a case in which 
the end jugtilies the means. The people 
who take this view are, we regret to say, 
not exclusively Grits. Many Oonserva- 
tives are sick of the school question and 
would be gh\d to see it " plunged into 
oblivion," no matter who does the 
plunging or hy \i-hat means. It is (juite 
certain — inucli aa tlicse peace-loving 
])eoplo liate to see the subject agitated 
in Parliament and in (he uwUul ry — thev 
maj' depend upon it that they tiave not 
heard the last of that question. People 
who feel that they have been unfairly 
treated and imposed upon have an ugly 
trit'k of complaining, and they cannot 
be kicketl and cull'eil into Bilence. 

The tarill' ComiuisHion Ima been doiii 
its work impartially and in a good spirit. 
The men who appear before the Com- 
missioners although they for the moat 
part do not talk in a way that is pleasing 
to those gentlemen are courteously 
treated. They are closely ([uestioned, 
which ia no more than right, and so far 
from resenting cross examinations the 
inanufacturerH and others appear i)leas- 
ed to be aflbrded the opportunity of im- 
parting information and statin^; their 
views. The effect of the published jn o- 
ceediugs of the Commission so far has 
been to convince the readers of the news- 
papers that the men engaged in busi- 
nesses ol many kinds are strongly in 
favor of protection. 

The Government confines itself to 
doing routine business. They are try- 
ing to find out what there ia to do, when 
the time for action comes we shall see 
whether they have made good use of 
their opportunitiea. 

The belief that the Government in- 
tend to play ducka and drakes with the 
civil service turns out to be unfounded. 
The Government seem to see the import- 
ance of having and of keeping the civil 
service non-political. They appear to 
want a permanent class of state em- 
ployes, who shall have every legitimate 
inducement to do their M'ork faithfully 
and well. The diamissals so far have 
been neither many nor important. Wo 
think tliat if the Government are con- 
vinced that civil servants should not in- 
( terfere in politics they ought to define 



just to punish them with dismissal from 
ofhcG for taking a part, prominent or 
other ivise, in political contests. 

The attitude of the people with re- 
spect to the present Government, aa far 
aa wo can see, ia one of expectancy. 
They are waiting to see how the Govern- 
ment will act before they make 
up their minds with regard to it. 
There are, of course, many who will 
uphold it and praise it, no 
matter what course it may take, 
and there are, on the other hand, many 
who will condemn it in advance what- 
ever it may do. But, besides these, there 
ia a largo number of men who are pre- 
pared to judge the Government on its 
merits. This class of electors are in this 
Dominion increasing in number, and 
they are the men who.'in the future, will 
decide election contests, The out-and- 
out partisan in the Dominion does not 
in these days count for as much as he 
did a few years ago. And it is well that 
it is so. 



TEE ARMENIAN AGITATION. 

The agitation respecting the Armeni- 
ans appears to have greatly subsided. 
This may bo because the Sultan has 
on''e more promised to beliavo himself 
and to extend to that persecuted jjcople 
the reforms which have been promised 
them BO often ; or it may be because the 
people of Great Britain have become 
convinced that the Armenians liave 
brought on themselves many of their 
alllietious and are not so deeerving of 
sympathy as they were believed to 
Borrsr time ago. Perhaps, the hope that 
the nations of Europe have at last deter- 
mined to use their influence to secure an 
amelioration of the condition of the Ar- 
menians has allayed the agitation for 
ii time. A speech made by the 
the Prime Minister of France, some lit- 
tle time ago, may have led to th'j belief 
that the day of deliverance ia at hand 
for the Armenians, and that it would not 
be wise to do or to say anything that 
would cause any further delay. A pass- 
age in Lord Salistnry's speech at the 
Mansion House may have had the etl'ect 
of quieting the jjublic mind of Great 
Britain with regard to the Armenian 
question : 

" I was very pleased," His Lordship 
said, ".to read an eloquent speech by the 
French IMinister of Foreign All'airs, W. 
Honotaux, in which I in the main con- 
cur, defending with gresit justice the jio- 
sition of Karopean action in respect to 
the Turkish Empire. I see no prospect 
of any difTerence on the part 
of France that should bailie the 
action of the concert of Europe." 

Further on in the same speech the 
Premier said: 

" Well, I may say that I have good 
ground for believing that the Russian 
Government pursues the same object 
and entertains the same views as we do 
concerning these terrible events in the 
East." 

If Great Britain, liussia and France 
determine to use their influence to com- 
pel the Sultan to treat his Christian sub- 
jects humanely and fairly they will soon 
find a way to make him see that oppo- 
sition to their wishes is not in his own 
interest. When he is convinced of this 
the day of Armenisin persecutions will 
ba over. 



AN UNTUTORED SA VAGE. 

Italy has not been so fortunate in ac- 
quiring territory in Africa as either Ger- 
many or Great Britain. The country 
which the Itjilians desired to jjossess 
was in the hands of a seini-civilized peo- 
|)le who had learned how to defend it, 
even when the invaders are Europeans 
well skilled in the artof modern warfare. 
Abyssinia, too, is a diflicult country to 
invade. Its inhabitants, if they are 
courageous and watchful, can hold it in 
tfie face of an enemy who is in point of 
discipline and arms their superior. 'J'liis 
the Italiang when they invaded Aljys- 
sinia a few montha ago, found to their 
cost. They were beaten by Menelik, wlio, 
besides driving them back to the eea- 
coaat, made a largo number of them 
prisoners. 

It was greatly feared that the Kmperor 
of .Vbyssinia would treat those orisonera 
cruelly. Great anxiety was felt in Italy 
as to the fate of the two thousand or so 
of Italian soldiers, who were at the 
mercy of the half civilized ruler of Abys- 
sinia. Aa the Abyssinians are a kind of 
Christiana the Pope wrote a letter to the 
Emperor Blonelik asking him to set tlie 
prisoners at liberty. " Victory." wrote 
His Holiness, "has left in your hands 
numerous prisoners, still in the full en- 
joyment of youth and vigor, and worthy 
of respect, who have been severed from 
their native land. Their captivity doea 
not increase the greatness of your power, 
neither does it enhance your prestige. 
But the more it is prolonged the keener 
is the grief of thousands or unoffending 
mothers and wives." 

The reply of Menelik to the Pope's 
powerful and affecting appeal is more 
like that of a skilled and highly educa- 
ted diplomat than of a half-savage chief 
of a barbarous people. He said: 

The first inopulBe of my heart was to 
give Your Holiness the satisfaction 
which you so nobly ask, for I, like you, 
weep for many innocent victims made 
by the cruel war. which I at least am 
t conscious of having provoked. Un- 
happily, my keen desire to realize the 
wishes of Your Holiness has been frus- 
trated by the unexpected attitude of the 
ta-)jy .statute bow far a civil servant's | Italian Government, which, after having 



the satisfaction of gratifying Your Holi 
ness and also myself. 

It would be very difficult, indeed, to 
clothe an unqualified refusal in milder 
terms, or to utter it in a more courteous 
manner. The men, however, did not 
remain long priaonera. Kegotiationa 
were resumed by the Italian Govern- 
ment, and the men were liberated. It 
is right to say that while they were 
prisoners of war in Abysainia they were 
well treated and were " allowed to come 
and go as they liked." 

RUSSOPHOBISTS. 

There are many people in England 
who are continually declaring that Rus- 
sia ia the natural enemy of Great Brit- 
ain. They say that England should be 
perpetually on her guard against Rus- 
sia ; that she cannot afford to relax her 
visilanco for a single moment. These 
peo])lo hold that Russia envies Britain 
her eastern possessions, and is only 
waiting for a favorable oi)portunity to 
seize them. They, too, assert that it 
would be folly to place any faith in Bus- 
siii's irromises aud profession^. Russian 
diplomats are, they assert, profound dis- 
semblers, and they take a pride in con- 
cealing sinister designs under a smiling 
and friendly exterior. It was these Kus- 
sophobiata that Lord Salisbury had in 
view when ho indited the following pixa- 
aage of hia iNIanaion House speech : 

Willi respect to Kiisaia, 1 ahould not 
have ventured to make any definite ob- 
servatloiia but for the extraordinary 
atatoments which have recently appeared 
in Germany on apparently the voucher 
of. I may say without fear, the greatest 
statesman that the latter part of this 
century has produced. I hesitate to 
make any obaervation upon statements 
coming from such a source, but I do re- 
serve the right to demur absolutely to 
the assumption on which he appears to 
go — that there is a permanent necessary 
antagonism between Uussia and Great 
Britain. (Hear, hear.) I know of no 
biich antagoniam. 1 know of no cause 
that would give lise to it, and the inter- 
ests of the two countries do not aeeui to 
iiie likely to cross in auy im])ortant mat- 
ter BO aa to cross in any im- 
portant matter so as to cause such 
a divergence aa be appears to as- 
sume. (Cheers.) Speaking from the 
Foreign OfHce point of view, I regret to 
say that we have discussions with all 
Powers, but the discusaiona we have 
with Russia are by no means the most 
voluminous— I should Almost say that 
they are the most conciae of all in which 
we are engaged. (Cheers.) It is, there- 
tore, I think, a superstition of an anti- 
quated diplomacy that there is any nec- 
essary antagonism between Russia and 
Great Britain. (Hear, liear.) I do not 
wish to select any Power aa that with 
whom wo should specially act. All I 
desire is to protest against a doctrine 
which points out any Power aa specially 
our opponent. Well, I may say that I 
have good ground for believing that the 
KuBsian Government pursues the same 
objectandentertains the same views as we 
do copcerning these terrible events in 
the East. Of course there may be a dif- 
ference of opinion, and possibly there 
will be, as to the means to be pursued. 
I do not see any difficulty in concurring 
in any proposition to exercise force in 
which the five other Powers may con- 
cur, but whether they will do so I do not 
know. At present I have only to reijoat 
what I ventured to say from this place 
last year — it ia through the channel of 
the Sultanate, aud through that alone, 
that we can hope to convey to the Chris- 
tiana and Moslems of the Turkish I'^m- 
pire some slight portion of that good 
government which has been the privi- 
lege of the West for bo long.

An Import.nnt Disputed Point Petween Brit- 
ish nnd United States Counsel. 

An important question which the 
Behriug Sea claims commissioners will 
have to settle is the contention laiged 
by tho United States in their replies 
liled on Monday in regard to someol the 
British claims. The United States hold 
n each of the ten replies so far filed 
that at the time of seizure the vesaela 
wert! wholly nr in part the actual pro- 
perty of citizens of the United States. 
The British counsel, iu auswer to this, 
claim that the Paris tribunal 
found the vessels to be British 
schooners and that* in the face 
of such findings of fact it ia not 
open to the commissioners acting under 
the convention to inquire into the owner 
hip; or if such inquiry can be iiia<ie it 
houkl bo limited ;o the question of 
actual ownership of the vessels and not 
extend to tho benelicial interest in the 
whole or jiart of the vessels. Tt is urob- 
ble that the United States will have all 
their replies tiled by t.o-day. The 
commission to-day will have before it 
tlfe first of the British claims, that of 
the schoontr Carolina.

The Defence Maintain That Stress 
S,-: ol Weatller Prevented Obsef- . 
> ' ° vations Being Taken. 



Tho casp of the schooner Beatrice, 
seized in Behring sea for al'legeil hreach 
of the sealing reguiations, came up be- 
fore Mr. JuBtice Drake in the Admiralty 
.<3part yesterday and was in great meas- 
ure aimilar to the trial of tho Ainoka J,lie 
previous day. Tlie ]<eatrice, owned and 
commanded by Captain A. II. Jones, 
was seized on tlie morning of August 5 
by the U.S. revenue cutter Perry., ou the 
charge of sealing within the prohibited 
^0 mile zone round the PribyJoff islands. 
She was then ordered tO'Oanalaaka and 
handed over to the British naval 
autliorities. 

Hon. C. E. I'ooley, Q.C., who appeared 
for the Grown, asketi ior tlie condemna- 
tion of the vessel, tho case as set forth 
by tlio pleadings stating that tho 
Beatrice was seized in lat. 55° 411' N. 
long. 170° 3' W,, within the CO mile 
sione, and that on the day of the seizure 
■58 seals were taken by her in prohibited 
■waters. 

Lieut. UroH'n, of tho Perry, gave evi 
dence as to tlio ])osition of the vessel 
when seized. Tlie position as given in 
the pleadings was, he stated, lixed by 
dead reckoning ami had been afterwards 
<;orrectq,d, four «lifferent positions being 
iciyeu in iiii', ona- the result of an error 
of a mile in the reckoning; another 
when the ciironouieter had been com- 
pared at Ounalaska; and still ii fourth, 
calculated from the others and giving 
latitude 55 detr. min. N., longitude 
170 deg. 37 niin. W., as the correct posi- 
tion. All these positdons, however, 
etidwed the vessel to be within the pro- 
hibited zone from foar to seven miles. 
In cross-examination the witness stated 
that the current on the day of the seiz- 
ure was likely to take the schooner in a 
northerly direction. 

Lieut. Sturdevant, third lieutenant of 
the Perry, who boarded the schooner 
the morning she was seized, stated that 
the boats were ilieu out after seals, and 
58 were taken that day. The Beatrice 
had also aboard a-t skins previously 
taken. The captain and the mate, Capt. 
Pinckney, had expres&ed their surprise 
'to him at being seized, as they said they 
believed the vessel was outside the pro- 
hibited limits. 

Lieut, liotham, navigating lieutenant 
of H. S. Imporieuse, was called to 
show tiiat the position as last reckoned 
from tlie Perry's oljservations was eor- 
rect. The witness on cross-examination 
stated that it was possible that a vessel 
not being able to make observations for 
three days might be considerably out of 
her course in depending on dead reckon- 
ing. 

Mr. H. Dallas Helmcken, Q.C., for the 
schooner, stated that the ground taken 
by the defence was tbd'same as that in 
the Ainoka case. The defence claimed 
that their calculation showed the 
schooner to be outside the prohibited 
zone, but even if she were within when 
seized, it was by reason of the weather 
preventing the taking of observations for 
several days. 

Captain Micajah Pincknej', mate of 
the schooner, was called to show 
that when seized his reckoning 
of the position of the scliooner 
placed her in Lat. 55°, 11 N., 
. Long. 170°, 39' \V., which was to 
the southward of the prohibited zone. 
This position was calculated by dead 
rec'ioning, there having been no oppor- 
tunity, by reason of thick weather, to 
make observations for two or three days 
previous to the date of the seizure. The 
witness stated that there was no patent 
log aboard ; tliat it had been lost before 
entering the Sea. As a matter of fact he 
further stated in cross-examination that 
tiie patent log hud been lost in thespring 
cruise iirevious to the vessel leaving Vic- 
toria for Ijfhring sea. 

Argument of counsel Ijeing linislied, 
Mr. .lustice Drake said he would reserve 
his judgment till the two remaining 
seizure cases were heard. 

The Viva trial is fixed for to-day at 11 
o'clock.

on the Imperial BiulRet— EiigHsh 
Agitators Said to H<'i\'e Foiuented 
the Labor Troubles. 

Bkiimx, Dec. 1. — The debate on the 
estimates was resumed to-day in the 
Reichstag. Admiral von Hollmann, sec- 
retary of the navy, declared that in order 
to replace the German fleet, the value of 
which was ,325,000,000 tmirks, by new 
vessels, the snm of 32,0l)0,lH)U marks an- 
nually, or 10 per cent, o"' tiio value of the 
fleet, should bo provided in the budget. 
The government, however, he explained, 
only asked for 20,000,000 marks. Con- 
tinuing, the Secretary of the Navy paid 
a warm tribute to the sailors of tlie (.ier- 
raan warship Italia, who went down 
with their ship in a storm ofT the coast 
of China while cheering for the Em- 
peror. This reference to the gallantry 
of Cierman sailors was warmly ap- 
plauded. 

Count von Pasadowsky, .Sbcretary of 
tho treasury, doclared that tlic title of 
tho federal states to shares in the sur- 
pluses of the imperial revenue could not 
lie set aside, although ho was willing to 
abaiiiloii tho inijiorial 0(i ualization fund, 
and hoped both the liouseand the gov- 
ernment would come to an agreement, 
so that the federal states would "uo pro- 
tected against excessive claims, ami that 
tho redemption of the public debt would 
actively proceed. Count von Pasadow- 
sky further said that it would bo rash at 
the present moment to express an ojiin- 
ion relative to the working of tho sugar 
tax law, considering the shortness oi 
the time during which it had boon in 
operation; but the government had not 
for oiuMiioiiienl i(,Hl sight of the (|UOS- 
tioii of the abolition of the sugar boun- 
ties. 

llerr raasche, National Liberal, ex- 
pressed delight at the thrifty budget and 
said he lio|ied extravagance would ever 
boooine rarer. The speaker alluded to 
the Haiuluirg strike heinga great injury 
to the industry of the nation, ami accus- 
ed Pnglisli agitators as being at the root 
of the evil, and rejoiced at the recent 
expulsion of Tom Mann from Germany. 
Til is called forth protests from the So- 
cialists. 

The minister for foridgn affairs refer- 
ring to Herr Schijjpolis, jiointed out 
that the law against I'ldish asKociatioiis 
had not yot been ropoalod, and said that 
the government was scrupulously keep- 
ing its promises on tliis subject. 



Nortli Bruce Election Contest. 
Soi;tiiami'TO.v, Dec. 1.— The North 
Bruce election trial was continued to 
day. Several Indiana living on the In 
dian reserve testified to having received 
an offer ot money, or to having received 
extra timber and exemptions from dues 
on condition that they woi'ld vote for 
Mr. McNeill. John Crow, Indian agent 
denied having taken any part in the 
election either on behalf of Mr. McNeill 
or any other candidate. 



A COSTLY VENTURE. 

Edward Williams Becomes a Highwayman 
and is Given Time to Consider 
the Consequences. 

While the cities of Puget Sound and 
Oregon have been experiencing a verit- 
able epidemic ot burglaries and hold- 
ups of late, aucl Vancouver has also re- 
ceived its full share of attention, Vic- 
toria'has happily escaped any alarming 
experiences with tlio lighlflngered 
fraternity, A case which at first glance 
seemed to indicate the arrival of pome of 
the crook contingent was however re- 
reported late Monday night, and by 
smart work the police succeeded in com- 
pleting their part of the story yesterday 
morning, when Edwaid Williams was 
sent to jail for three months at hard 
labor for jobbing an Indian ot two 
handkerchiefs, w ith an additional thirty 
days for carrying a sheath knife. He 
had been " out on a bit of a spree " and 
seeing an opportunity to replenish his 
purse held up a native sealer in Jubilee 
alley. The Indian declared that ho had 
no money and Williams proceeded to 
searcli him, taking two handkerchiefs 
and a liroiizo iiifidal — all the property 
the victim had on liis person. 'The thief 
was identified by description and tiio 
finding of the stolen property on him 
made the case complete. 

CITY AGAINST TEAMWAY. 

Suit for Damages Brought by the Corpora- 
tion on'Account of the Point Elllce 
Bridge Collapse. 

Still another suit has been taken out 
on account of the Point Ellico bridge 
disaster. This time it is the ('ity that 
lias made a move, a writ having been 
issued yesterday on behalf of the cor- 
)ioration of Victoria against the Victoria 
lOloclric Hallway and laglit Company, 
tho Consolidated Railway Company and 
N. Farrell, claiming " damages arising 
out of the operation of the works of the 
dofondaiit comjianios or one of them, 
resulting in the cnllanse of Point Kllice 
bridge ou .May 2()." The amount of the 
damages claimed by the city is set at 
f25.000.

—p. 4.84. 

L'nder the charge brought before tho 
commissioners of "reckless conduct of 
municipal affairs," tliey say : "This is a 
general charge of over-expenditure, and 
appears to bo fully borne out by tho evi 
deuce."

It is true, bicycles have 
oat tho theatrical sotiiion short al both 
ends, ,bu,^ the theater v,-ill botiiul bark to 
its old pliico in g'ooil time. " 

"What is the popular d.iniand in dra 
iii.atie entoftainniem:-" 

" 'I'lierc will be no f.ad, no crazo for any 
one tiling. Ti, eater goers will take ;l little 
of everyt liiiig and stand by tluit wliirli is 
good, while they will see that which is 
meiliiK'i'o go to the wall without a regret. 
I ain glad to s.ay, too, that I believe tlio 
time is coming when tho .\merieiin will 
drive tho Kiiroiicaii dramatist out of this 
market. Tho reason is very simple. Wo 
aro nut gutting as iiuieli material nor as 
good. This is particuliu-ly tho ease in light 
opera. What have Strauss, Ivlilloeekcr, 
Lecocq, Audraii and Sullivan given us of 
late that will draw? And tho result? That 
wo luusfc begin to depend ou American 
composers. 

^'Vaudovillo In this country has reached 
as'high a planQ as It ever will. With u 
certain class of people It will always hold 
its own. But It can never attain tho plaue 
it 1ms in Xiondon and Faria Ulio condi- 
tions liere are totally dtfferont from those 
in tho foreign capitals. Barmaids aro an 
Important factor in tho success of vaude 
villo abroad, to say nothing ot tho free and 
easy character of tho music hulls." 

Bliimigcr IJrady'H Oi>iulaui<. 

Who has not heard of William A. Brady, 
tho " boy manager," who, though 80 yefirs 
old, might readily pa.ss for 18? 'Tls said 
of him that ho grows, In appearauco, a 
year younger every twelvemonth. Brady 
takes ratiier a hopeful view of the thcat- 
riiial situation. Ho thinks tho outlook for 
superior attractions is as f^ood as ever. Be- 
ing a clo.so observer, his oiiiiiion Is worth 
ipiotiiig: '■ Kesiilenis of the one ni.L'lit 
stiinds aro more in touch with wlii't is go 
iiig on in the fit ies than formerly. "I'lai 
cannot now fool them as was oneo the ease. 
The ilay of snceessfiil poor attractiims and 
stars i.s therefore past. People (|uiekly lliiil 
out whether a patent inedieino possi'sses 
merit, and they .are beginning to apply the 
same commercial instinec in appraising 
tho value of a theatrical eompai'y. The 
cheap "continuous perl'oriiianeo" is in a 
nu'iisuro responsible for this favorable turn 
of airairs. 

" .My e.xiierience tells 1110 that the high 
class melodrama is more in demand than 
other forms of entertainment^ though 
most anything will 'go' whore you give 
the public tho worth of its money. I bo- 
lievo farce comedy, liowcver, omco so po- 
tent a factor In thontricals, to bo dead. 
Again, you SCO the effect of the 'contlmi- 
oiis performance,' which gives its patrons 
linielieally two or three farce comedies 
for tho price of one ticket. Within a very 
few years I jiredh-t that tho success of tin' 
'foreign play' will be a thing of tho jiast. 
Ainerietuis din write just us good pluys as 
anybody, and managers uro beginning to 
lliid this out." 

'■What about Iiicyeles:- " 

" liicyeles have, cut t lie regular average 
season lyjwn from or 'IU to 'J.-) weeks. 
There is no doubt aliout tills. L'ompanies 
from now on will go out about Oct. 1 and 
close March la. I intend to work on this 
prlnciiilo, becaiiso 1 realize that tho .so 
called 'bicycle craze' lias come to stiij'. It 
is no passing fad. Of course, a purely 
inolndramatic prodiictiou is not so mucli 
iitfcctetl, beOnuse many of its patrons have 
not enough money to go into bicycle rid- 
ing as a pastime." 

McConunH'fl Idtros. 

One of the brig, test wits and keenest 
managers is William A. McConnoll, Who 
watches the destinies of Kostcr & Ulnl's, 
though it is not many .vears ago that ho 
had a theater of bis own. " Politics is al- 
ways a disturbing factor in t he.-it rleals, " 
Mr, MeConnell said, "and there can he no 
denying the fact that the theater will lie 
hurt during Detober. ■Hut good plays and 
good 'arti'aclions alwavs suci-eed. Stars 
like .Tohn Drew , and Midlia pack theaters 
before election and hefore the holidays, for 
the city and country liotli are full of fad- 
dists. If they go to the opera, they want 
their Calves; if tiiey go to music hulls, it 
must be Lolo Fuller or Chevalier. Noth- 
ing but tho best will suit tltcni. 

"IJoos tho public want vaudeville, you 
ask? Most assuredly it docs, us tlio success 
of the two last named performers exempli- 
lies. As for the Icgitinutte drama — the 
.Sliitkospcurean — it has fallen into disuse 
hei-.uiso we have no great actors like our 
liooths, Harretts. I^'orrests and Davenjiorts. 
Koreign jilays will coiitimie to be hroii 
over here and to su'-eeed or fail on t heir 
merits because we li;i\i'irt the authors in 
.\iaeriea to give us siillicient g'ooil material 
to keep our actors busy.

HAWAII AND THE U. S. 

Hon. John W. Foster Says the Islauas Are 
Prosperous, But Must Eventually 
Be Annexed, 

W.\sinNOTON, Dec. 1, — John W. Fos- 
ter, former secretary of state, baa re- 
turned to Washington from afour weeks 
visit to Hawaii, whether he went aa the 
representative of the Pacific Cable Com- 
pany. In speaking of liia viBit, Mr. Fos- 
ter said : 

"The condition of hueiness in Hawaii 
is flourishing. The islands are jirosper- 
OU3, and their future ia bright. The I'a- 
cilic Mail lias recently doubled ita ser- 
vice, seudini; a steamer twice a montli, 
instead of once, as formerly, and a new- 
line is soon expected to be eHtabliahed by 
the Japanese, which will touch at the 
islands on the way to San- Francisco 
Tlie people of Hawaii wish to be an 
nosed to the United States. The pre 
sent ;:overnment baa the approval of a 
majority of the native Hawaiians, and 
there ia no likelihood that there over 
will be a restoration of the monarchy. 
The Ihij^'lisli and German elements, 
however, are opposed to annexation to 
the I'liited States, because they believe 
it will interfere witli their contract 
labor and 60 Affect their intirpsta com- 
mercially. 

"The present government, in its ad- 
iniiiiatrutioii, is t^ivinl4 satisfaction. Vet 
this goveriiiiient ia only temjiorar}', niul 
the people want to be aniie.xed to the 
United States. The members of the 
iioverninent are pledged to it, and the 
present constitution of the republic ex- 
presses this expectation. So it is the 
jreneral belief that the matter should be 
decided at an early date, if ooasible." 

Mr> Foster said it waa not apparent 
that Hawaii could maintain herself as 
an independent government in case the 
United States would refuse to annex the 
islands. Although hei people are law- 
abiding and the present government 
gets along Binootlily and successfully, 
there ia a continual fear, said .Mr. I'os- 
ter, tliat some change may occur. So far 
as the Hawaiians are concerned, iiide- 
psndeiitly of outside iiilluences, tlieyare 
incapable of self-tioveriinient."

HAMBUHG DOCKEllS' STRIKE. 

Arbitration Suggested — Warehouse Com- 
panies Compelled to Suspend Operations 
—Arrival of Non-Union Laborers. 

Hambcrg, Dec. 1.— Owing to lack of 
work several warehouse companies have 
been obliged to suspend operations. 
There arc now 13,000 men out on strike. 
A letter signed by Senator Ilatchman, 
the chief of police; gigmand Hinrich- 
aen, the president of the municipal conn' 
and Dr. Noack, chairman of the 
trailes court, has been sent to Count von 
Elm, a member of the reichstag, as the 
representatives of the strikers, and to 
Herr La Essig, a ship owner, represent- 
ing the employers, ajipealing to tliein to 
have the dockers' diHpute arbitrated, 
and sngi;egliiig that a court composed of 
themselves, one leading employer and 
four labor representatives ho appointed 
for this purpose, and that itd uecisions 
should require the support oi at least si.x 
out of eight votes. 

The Hamburij-American .Steainshi]) 
Company, which ordered the steamer 
Adria from Baltimore to go to Nordheini 
to discharge her cargo on account of the 
strike, baa since instructed that steam- 
lip to come to Hamburg, where, it is 
said, the influx of foreign labor will en- 
able them to unload the steaniBliip. The 
engineera of the harbor steamers and 
tugs demand an increase of wages or 
they will strike at once. The workmen 
on the state iiiiays have also decided to 
stop work if they ar(> asked to discharge 
tlie .'itciiinors of the llaiiiburg-Anierican 
company. 

Two steamers have arrived here from 
England and Denmark w^ith non-union 
laborers to take tne places of the strik- 
ers. The Heidman coal firm dismissed 
all the strikers. The masters have re- 
jected the warehouse men's demands 
and they refuse to negotiate. The wages 
coniniitice for the sailmakers of Ilaiii- 
buig and Altoona have pledged tbeiu- 
selves not to aid the maatera. Many 
tirain handlers, however, have resumed 
work.

The inquiry instituted by the board of 
aldermen last Friday in connection with 

the delays in the construction of the pile 
bridge at Point I'Ulice and the alleged re- 
sponsibility of the city engineer there 
for, came to an indetinito conclusion last 
night, after the board had sfient two full 
hours in debating the matter of proced 
uro and entering as exhibitsa number of 
docutnenta in the case. The session, 
while barren of result, wns not devoid of 
interest. In fact the dialogue was at 
times porticularly animated and inter 
esting, while several references were 
mada during the course of the i)rocee(l 
ings to an inside motive for the initiation 
of the inquiry that brought explicit and 
poaitive denials from Aid. Marcbant and 
Aid. Mncmillan. When the meeting 
" broke up " — for there was no formality 
of adjonrnment— it was to no definite 
date, and with a general opinion ex 
pressed that the last had been heard of 
tlio inveatiuation, although the council 
niay meet again on the subject if called 
by "the Mayor. 

f)ii opening the iiroceedings His 
Worship iiuiuired if Aid. iMarcliant had 
formulated specilic charges against the 
City Engineer, to nerinit of which the 
last adjournment has been taken. 

The alderman had not and he posi- 
tively declined to do so. lie was reaiiy 
to proceed with the investigation in his 
own way, but refused to appear in the 
cajiacity of [irosecutor. 

in order that the proceedings might 
not terminate at this juncture the tacit 
consent of the chair was given, and Aid. 
IVlarchant proceeded to put in ac a first 
exhibit and foundation the first retjort 
as to there-establishmentof communica 
tion at Point Ellice. 

Mr. Beiyea, for the City Engineer 
thought that the business of the impiiry 
would be exjjediated if .Vld. Marcbant 
would define the period in which delav 
attributable to Mr. Wiimot were allege 
to have occurred. 

This brought -Ud. ]\Iacinillan to his 
feet with the remark that thia was an 
irKpiiry by the council, and Jlr. Helyea 
had no right to interpose such an ob 
jection— if ho had a right to be present 
at all. I 

Mayou Beavk.v held that^r. Belyea's 
attendance and objection were perfectly 
right and proper, and that Aid. Madmil- 
lan's remark was uncalled for and in bad 
taste. 

To meet the point raised without fur- 
ther debate, Aid. Marcbant replied to 
Mr. Beiyea, " from June 15 to the com- 
pletion of the new iiridge." He then 
proceeded to tile in the matter of inquiry 
Mr. Wilinot's original report of June 15, 
estiinatinsr that a vehicular pile bridge 
at Point I'^llice would cost .$5,200 if the 
piles were coppered, or $1,050 if uncov- 
ered, but suggesting that it' would be 
more economical to strengthen the ex- 
isting brid<;e, replacing the fallen Span 
by a pile-carried piece of bridging. Next 
came the resolution of tlie council two 
days later adopting the coppered pile 
structure; the finance committee's re- 
port jiassing the iiecesaary appropria- 
tion ; the resolution of October 8 author- 
izing the engineer to workday and night 
shifts it necessary, liut to rush the work 
of Btrengthcning the bridge so that in 
tlio event of tliu car company wiiiiiiiig 
tlio ri;.dit of use there would bo no delay ; 
the letter from Mr. fiamlile threatening 
in iunctidii proceedings and the several 
orders of court in connection with" the 
Government, Municipal lieform Asso- 
ciation and Tramway Company injunc- 
tions. He then asked that Mr. VVilmot 
take tbo stand as a witness. 

Mr. Beiyea immediately objected to 
this. Mr. Wiliiiot had, he said, been te 
all intents and purjioses put on his trial 
and it was only fair to confront liiin with 
the evidence again.st him— not endeavor 
to fish out a ca.se against him from his 
own lijia. Cliarue^ hiul been made; Mr. 
Wilmnt asked that it be stated wherein 
ho had delayed the work of construction, 
and ho was ready to present a defence

" keep such opinions to himself," as 
there was no justiBcation for stating 
them. 

Ai.i). Pautuiimiij thought that the 
whole inquiry and its object were "too 
thhi " to deceive the menibera of the 
board. He inferred that there was a 
" wheel within a wheel," but did not 
comply with Aid. Marchant's suggestion 
to " go ahead." 

Coming back to the point aa to whe- 
ther Mr. Wiimot should take the box at 
this juncture, Mr. Beiyea insisted on his 
objection, iind after Aid. Glover had 
given it aa his opinion that the bridge 
" should have been completed before the 
date of the first injunction," asked the 
city solicitor for hi'a opinion. 

"Mr iielyea holds," eaid the Mayor, 
"that Mr. Wiimot should know the 
charges against him before being asked 
for his reply." 

■' Tiiie is not a court — a committee of 
intiuiry," commented Aid. Marcbant. 

I'Jvcn in this case the city solicitor held 
that Mr. Belyea's position waa unaseail- 
able. There would be no juatilication 
for any procedure other than he de- 
sired. 

Mr. Northcott. the city purchasing 
agent, coming in just here, he waa called 
to the stand and furniehed a detailed 
list of supplies and material purchased 
at various dates for the bridge, of which 
Aid. Macmillan took a careful note. Then 
there came another hitch, and the alder- 
men were moving toward the door when 
Mr. Beiyea asked if thia was to be the 
end of the inquiry. 

" Is Mr. Beiyea to bo allowed to balk 
our investigation?" asked Aid. Macmil- 
lan. 

Mr. Beiyea at once resented the ques- 
tion. He bad been several times during 
the evening treatetl with marked dis- 
courtesy by Aid. Macmillan ; otherwise 
he would have adhered to his original 
intention to say nothing on a peculiar 
phase of this inquiry. I'here was to-dny 
pending in the Supreme court an action 
between Aid. Macmillan and Mr. Wii- 
mot, touching on the same subject as 
tliia inquiry — Mr. Wilmot'a profeasional 
conduct— and it ill-became Aid. Mac- 
millan to take any part in the council 
imiuiry, even as a silent member of the 
board, under the circuuiatances. The 
whole iiKpiiiy ajipeared to be in the 
nature ot a fishing expedition, for 
iiiatcrial wherewith to strengthen Aid. 
JIacmillan'a case. He had intend- 
ed saying nothing on thia sub- 
ject, lint Aid. Maciuillan's repealed 
discourteaiea impelled him to. Ho waa 
quite willing and ready to answer a gen- 
tlemanly question, but would not an- 
swer Aid, Macmillan or anyone else who 
couched his questions as that Alderman 
bad. 

The Mayor expressed great surprise 
at the action of Aid. Macmillan under 

the circumstances as related by Mr. 
Beiyea, and Aid. Marcbant took occasion 
to deny that ho ha(J initiated the in- 
quiry ■' as a fishing expedition for Aid. 
Macniillan's benefit," whereat Mr. Bel- 
yea made the amende honorable, saying 
that ho accepted Aid. IVIarcbant's state- 
ment and could only apologize to him. 

Aid. Macmillan also denied tliut he 
had directly or indirectly so ,ulil lu ub- 
lain the investigation for tlie piirpoae of 
strengthening his handa, and then the 
meeting came to a close.

FLOODS IN WISCONSIN. 

Tl>e Chippewa River Overflows Its Banks 
and Does nn Iniuiense Amount of 
Daiii.a[c. 

Gim'i'EWA 'Falls, Wis., Dec. 1. — Re- 
ports indicate that the Chippewa river ia 
filled with gorges at that point. It is 
feared to-d»y that the course of the river 
will be ciianged, throwing it directly on 
the town and completely inundating it. 
In that cN cnl heavy loss of property and 
life cannot be avoided. 

DuiiANi), Wis., Dec. 1. — The ice gorge 
which began at Weat Newton on the 
Missiasi])!)! and gradually extended uj) 
the Clii|)pe\va on Friday, has reached 
Round Hill, three miles below thia city. 
The iieariieL's of the gorge has forced water 
at this point higher than at any time 
during the flood. Although the water is 
slightly falling, eighteen miles be- 
low Round Hill there is a field 
of packed ice and the bottom land 
over which the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul railway runs, is completely sub- 
merged. At Round Hill the river is 
flanked by bluffs which make the gorge 
dnngerouB to the city, though the wide 
bottoms on the west side, making the 
river over a mile wide at this point, cause 
the waters to rise slowly. As far as 
known no lives have been lost; but 
those who live on the Chippewa bot- 
toms have been rescued with, difliculty. 
Several families on the Buflalo county 
Bide were driven from their homcB on 
Sunday morning by the forming of a 
gorge at Plum island.
